He is shown here with his 
home built dummy load. It was created with #26 enamel wire and is kept ina 
bucket of water for cooling purposes. 


If you think that it does not look like it would work even on such a low 
frequency as 160 meters, you are right. It is designed for use at a frequency of 
10-5 Hz and below. 


Charlie was showing off an antique motor driven generator. The load was 
used to demonstrate the variation of power output with current in the field coil. 


The generator was a Fairbanks Morse DC generator. You think with a 
name like that you could at least transmit some information by CW. Indeed the 
motor did run in fits and starts but the code sent would not have been recog- 
nized by any ham, let alone Morse.
